in the United States 

After studying scientific problems 
in this country. Dr. Webb has de- 
cided that this war will never be 
won by the Allied nations until the 
modern youth discovers that science 
and mathematics are mo 
tant than "having a big 

The first World War was fought 
mostly by chemists, but because of 
airplanes, detectors, and other mod- 
ern equipment, the present war win 
have to be fought by physicists if the 
Allied nations are to win. 

Dr Webb found the national 
scientific situation pathetic There 
are approximately 3.000 physicists in 
the United Stales and at least 5.300 
are needed to train the wanted per- 
sonel that the country must have
